An Important Bill

A vrnry important bill pasted the House of

lepresentatives yestorday, It relates to the
Territories of the United States, and pro-
hibits thelr legislative assemblies from passing
special acts conferring corporate powers, but
authorizes them to pass general laws for the
purpose, It declares null and vold all special
charters heretofore granted by any of the
legislative assemblies, The sixth section pro-
vides that no person appointed by the Presi-

dent to any office in the Tertitories, shall re-
ceive compensation until he shall have entered
on the discharge of his official duties within
the Territory, and no officer shall be pald for
the time he may be absent [rom the Territory
without authority from the President. It
prohibits legislative assemblies from granting
divorces, but leaves that authority with the
Courts of the United States in the Terri-
tories. The uinth section is as follows :—

And be it further enaoted, That with'n the
Territories atoresald there shull be no denial of
the elective tranchise to citizens ol the United
States because of race or color, and all persons

It is unpleasantly suggestive, too, of
those old days belore the war, when a freedom-
loving citizen - from the North could travel
anywhere in the world and express hls sentl-
ments with more safety than in the South.

We regret to see these things. They are
not hopeful indications. They are part and
parcel ol the old order of society which we

had hoped was abolished. They belong to |

the dark ages of slavery—not to this more
enlightened and liberal day.

But the people of Tennessee can have their
own way about this matter.

The Loan Bill as Reported.
SENATOR SHERMAN has reported the “Con-

solidated Bond” bill as drafted by Mr. Mo- |

CuLrocH, with the trivial amendment that
the sum allowed tor putting the bill in opera-
fiun shall be onc instead of two per cent.
This reduces the amount under the control
of the Secretary from over forly millions to
balf that smount. We doubt if such a sum
will prove suflicient, as the Secretary of the
Treasury I8 best qualified to know what ls
needed, and he inserted two per cent, If]
however, he desires it, we doubt not that
Congress will cheerfully yield all that is de-
sired. The New York Tribune thus forcibly
puts the case in fuvor of the bill:—

The Commitice's amendment I8 not important.
We are glal that the general principles of the
bill are not affected, With us [t 18 not so much
whether one or two per cent is set aside 1o pay
expenses, so we have n loan arranged that
the people will take It, aud the national debt
be lessened. The points wiich we wigh to iw-
press upon Congress are thesr, in briefi—

I. A loan of thirty or lorty years, In which all
minor loans will be embraced.

I1. A loan that shull not exceed in amount
the aggregate indebtedness of the country us now
represented in the various forms of legal-tenders
and Interest-hearng securities, _

111, Freedom from taxation. The redugtion
of interest from. 6 to i per.cent, will moce than
repy the present income and oiher tax,

to receive pay equal o the Governor's salary.
An ineffectual effort was made to strike out
the ninth section, and the bill pssed by a vote
of 70 to 43,
